Very necessary traffic regulations 


for the corner of Market and Second 
streets have been adopted by the bor- 
ough, at the direction, of Burgess Cal- 
lahan, which makes travel for vehicles 
and pedestrians safer there than it 
lias ever been. 


A bisecting line extending fifty feet 


both ways from the corner has been 
painted in white, which keeps ve- 
hicles to the right in approaching, 
and a circle in the exact center of the 
square must be circled in turning. 
This prevents dangerous "cutting," 
and also protects pedestrians crossing 
the street. 


No "danger zone" has been laid out 


for pedestrians, but the traffic police- 
man who is stationed at the Corner 
during the busy hours will not permit 
diagonal crossings, a thing which all 
good citizens are asked to remember 
when down town. 


The new system went into effect on 


Saturday, and for the first time Clear- 
field saw the mighty hand of the law 
upraised in traffic direction.

Very necessary traffic regulations 


for the corner of Market and Second 
streets have been adopted by the bor- 
ough, at the direction, of Burgess Cal- 
lahan, which makes travel for vehicles 
and pedestrians safer there than it 
lias ever been. 


A bisecting line extending fifty feet 


both ways from the corner has been 
painted in white, which keeps ve- 
hicles to the right in approaching, 
and a circle in the exact center of the 
square must be circled in turning. 
This prevents dangerous "cutting," 
and also protects pedestrians crossing 
the street. 


No "danger zone" has been laid out 


for pedestrians, but the traffic police- 
man who is stationed at the Corner 
during the busy hours will not permit 
diagonal crossings, a thing which all 
good citizens are asked to remember 
when down town. 


The new system went into effect on 


Saturday, and for the first time Clear- 
field saw the mighty hand of the law 
upraised in traffic direction.
